THE MOTOR SHOW. 


VARIETY OF MODELS. 

The turnstiles at Olympia and the White City 
have been busy all the week, and so far as at- 
tendance goes the Motor Show has been a great 
success. It is believed, too, that the number of 
orders booked is quite satisfactory, ‘and that 
several firms have had their expectations ex- 
ceeded. Most of the cara of post-war origin 
have made good, whether it be in the light 
car, medium power, or large car clase. he 
portion gf the Show at the White City has 
proved be far from an overflow to the main 
Show, and the features of interest there have 
attracted much attention. 

One of the novelties at the White City is 
the Crown Magnetic Car, which has a petrol 
engine of six cylinders, rated at 38.7 h.p. The 
unusual feature is the fact that there is no 
clutch and no gear box, their place being taken 
by a large magnet with an open end towards 
the rear of the car, while on the propeller shaft 
is mounted a large armature.

The astonishing change in the attitude 
of Great Britain towards Home Rule for 
Ireland is shown by the very small pro- 

rtion of members who thought it worth 
while to take part in the division on the 
third reading. Only 235, not quite a third 
of the whole number, which now stands 
at 707, took the trouble to record their 
votes. How different were the figures in 
the days when parties were acutely divided ' 
by the Irish question! Mr. Gladstone's 
first Home Rule Bill was rejected in 1886 
by 341 to 311, only eighteen members out 
of the total of 670 being absent. 

The third reading of his Bill of 1893 was 
carried by 201 to 267, Mr. Asquith’'s 
Home Rule Bill of 1912, which ultimately 
became law under the provisions of the 
Parhiament Act, was carried in its first 
session by 367 to 261, in its second by 352 
to 243, and in its third and final session 
by 351 to 274. Thus it will ‘be seen that 
even the minority in the course of 
divisions mustered more than the whole 
number of members voting yesterday. 
Whatever may be the fate of the present 
Bill, it is a good augury for the future 
that the Irish question is no longer the 
shuttlecock of party passion. 

Now that the Government of Ireland Bill 
is out of the House of Commons, there is 
talk of a rising of Parliament at an earlier 
date than was first expected.. The Bill, 
however, has yet to go through the House 
of Lords, and it is possible that the Peers, 
accustomed to being given ample time to 
consider a Bill of such importance, will 
take their leisure.

‘MOTOR CARS AND CRIME. 


NEW RESTRICTIONS. 


THE LIMITATION OF PERMITS. 

The following announcement was issued from 
the Chief Secretary’s Office, Dublin Castle, 
yesterday :— 

The extensive and continuing use of motor 
vehicles for the purpose of murder and other 
crimes of violence by members of the so-called 
Irish Republican Army and other evilly disposed 
persons has compelled the Government to im- 
pose further restrictions upon the use of motors 
in Ireland. 

As from December Ist next— i 

(1) The existing provisions requiring per- | 
sona using or keeping motors to be provided 
with permits will be applied to all motor 
vehicles (including motor vehicles exceeding 
‘three tons in weight). 

(2) Existing owners’ permits will be valid 
only between the hours of 6.0 a.m. and 8.0 
p.m. (except in Dublin and Belfast, where 
the hours will be as.at present), and only 
within a radius of twenty miles from the 
residence of the owner as shown on the 
permit. : i 
Persons requiring to use motors outside these 

limits of time or distance. may apply io the 
nearest head constable. or superior’ police 
officer for a special permit. Exeept in vory 
exceptional cages such permits (which will be 
iseued by the Competent Military Authority) 
will be issued for a «ingle journey only, after 
which they must be returned for cancellation: 
and no special permit will be issued except in 
proved cases of urgent necesrity. 

Zor the time being, doctors, veterinary sur- 
geons, nurses. and ministers of religion may. 
for the purpose of their ptofession or office (and 
not otherwise), use without réstriction motors 
for which ordinary pérmits have been issued. 

With the above exceptions, anv person found 
using a motor within the prohibited hours or 
outside the permitted area will be liable to the 
severe penalties imposed by the Restoration of 
Ordon in. Ireland Regulations for offences 
against those Regulations, and any motor go 
used will be liable to confiscation. 

Owners are reminded that they are personally 
resvonsible for the safe eustedy of their motors, 
and the fact that a niotor which is illegally 
used was taken from the custody of its owner 
by force or intimidation does not exempt the 
owner from any penalty or confiscation to 
which he would otherwise be liable. 

Tt is intended further to review as rapidly 
as possible all existing owner’s permits, which 
will cease to be valid as from January 15th 
next. and will be renewed only in the case 
of those in regard to whom the 
authorities are satisfied thai their cars have 
not been, and are not likely to be, put to any 
irnproper use. All holders of such permit«, 
therefore, who desire’ that they should be 
renewed, and all owners of motor vehicles ex- 
ceeding three tons who have hitherto been 
permitted to use these vehicles without permits 
and desire to continue to use them. should 
apply for such renewal as soon as possible to 
the nearest County Inspector. or. in Dublin, 
- the Chief Commissioner, Dublin Metropolitan’ 

olice. : 

The full text of the Order issued hy the 
Competent Military Authority givine effect to 
these changes will be issued forthwith.

An official statement issued in Dublin last 
night says:—The prisoners in Cork Jail, who 
have refused food since August Lith, resumed 
taking nourishment at 3 p.m, to-day -(Novem- 
ber 12th), when all took their first meal under 
the direction of the medical officers of the jail. 
It is thought that with careful treatment they 
will ultimately make a good recovery. No un- 
favourable symptoms occurred as a result cf 
their first meal.
